Conquered Yellow Fever 

During the summer of 1793, Yellow Fever ravaged 
the citv of Philadelphia. Spreading terror and dis- 
tress throughout the city, the dreaded disease 
wiped out nearly one -sixth of the population. 
That was a summer of intense heat and drought. 
People had to go long distances for water, storing 
their scanty supplies in buckets, casks and cisterns. 
It was not then known that these open water con- 
tainers furnished breeding places lor mosquitoes, 
among them that particular mosquito whose deadly 
bite transmitted Yellow Fever . . . the Stcgomyia. 
Benjamin Franklin saw some connection between 
an unstable water supplv and disease. He advocated 
a plan to bring the water of the Wissahickon Creek 
into the city and distribute it in pipes. When a pub- 
lic water supply was finally installed the Yellow 
Fever epidemics ceased. 

The importance of a controlled supply of pure 
water was again demonstrated at the time ot the 
building of the Panama Canal. Americans did not 
attempt any construction work until a modern 
water works had first been installed.
